This project 
will provide one person to 
work in the public works 
department to give staff as- 
sistance to the housing and 
rehabilitation programs

ALBANY — At the regu- 
lar meeting of the Albany 
Board of Education last 
Tuesday evening, the issue 
of money again was discus- 
sed. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Charles E. McCully of the 
Albany Unified School Dis- 
trict, said progress of SB 
119, the bill giving schools 
funds for non-immigrant 
children attending Albany 
schools, had been stymied 
in committee when the vote 
came. up tied at five all. 
McCully said a frantic 
search to get the other two 
votes needed to put the bill 
out of committee was fruit- 
less and it will again be pre- 
sented to the California Se- 
nate Finance Committee on 
Monday.

Passage of 
SB 119 will give the District 
an immediate $176,000 and, 
it is hoped, an ultimate 
$352,000 in extra funds.

ALBANY — More than 
2,400 gas stations, stores 
and recycling centers have 
joined forces with the State 
to end California’s greatest 
oil spill — the illegal dump- 
ing of used motor oil. 

Called SOAR — an ac- 

ronym for Save Oil 
America, Recycle — the 
project is under the direc- 
tion of the State Solid Waste 
Management Board. Ac- 
cording to Jerry Prod, 
chairman of the board, the 
project will help ‘‘do-it- 
yourselfers’’ — motorists 
who change their oil at 
home, to find a place to dis- 
pose of their-used oil. 
_ “Rather than pouring it 
in a clean field or down the 
sewer or leaving it in a 
park,” Prod says, ‘we want 
them to take it to the collec- 
tion points we have estab- 
lished throughout the state. 
There it can be saved and 
re-used as a valuable 
energy resource.” 

Oil that is recycled is 
either re-fined as lubricat- 
ing oil, used as a fuel or 
road oil, or turned into as- 
phalt. 

SOAR was first initiated a 

ear ago by the California 
state Automobile Associa- 
tion. In addition to prohibit- 
ing the disposal of used oil 
in water and sewage sys- 
tems, landfills, or by incin- 
eration, the senate bill en- 
courages state and local 
government to use re-fined 
oil in cars and trucks.

Taking camera 
everywhere also means 
taking it through customs, 
and that’s something I’d 
like to talk about this week. 
If you own a foreign-made 
camera, you must be pre- 
pared to prove, when you 
return to the U.S., that you 
did not purchase it on your 
trip. The customs allo- 
wance has been raised from 
$100 to $300 for U.S. resi- 
dents returning from ab- 
road ($600 if you’re return- 
ing from the Virgin Is- 
lands). Being charged for 
duty on your camera could 
wipe out even this new, 
higher allowance. Here’s 
how to avoid it! 

The simplest way is to 
save the sales receipt from 
your camera shop and 
carry it with you. Make 
sure it shows the model 
number and (most impor- 
tant) the serial number. 
However, even carrying the 
original sales slip can be 
iffy. The surest way to 
avoid being charged duty

To register your camera, 
you must go to the U.S. Cus- 
toms office. There are two 
in the area: in San Fran- 
cisco, at 555 Battery St., 
Rm. 109, or at the San 
Francisco Airport in Pan 
Am Cargo Building #6 (ab- 
out 1 mile north of the pas- 
senger terminal). Office 
hours at both locations are 8 
a.m. - 4:30 p.m., Monday 
through Friday; customs 
information number is 556- 
4440 


You must register each 
piece of camera equipment 
separately: your camera 
body, extra lenses, even 
your light meter, if yours is 
an expensive one. All must 
be listed by serial number. 
The customs office will 
issue you a certificate 
which you carry with you on 
your trip: it will prove, 
when you re-enter the U.S., 
that yous equipment was 
purchased at home. But 
don’t lose the certificate! 
The customs office keeps no 
records of the certificates 
they issue and if yours is 
lost it is entirely up to you to 
prove you did not buy the 
items abroad. 

You can use this customs 
service for any item of 
value which can be iden- 
tified by a serial number: 
watches, calculators, any 
item om take on your 
travels which might be 
challenged by Customs on 
your return. Even items 
without serial numbers, 
such as jewlery, can be re- 
gistered. However, for 
these items, you must (1) 
provide a photograph of the 
items or have one taken(for 
a fee of $1.00) at the cus- 
toms office (2) bring the 
items themselves to the 
Customs office. Customs 
will then certify the photo- 
graphs and issue a certifi- 
cate for you to carry with 
you. Sounds a bit compli- 
cated, but it beats being 
charged duty on a ring 
you've been wearing for 
years!
